Serbian police forces and the 
Scrb^dominaicd Yugoslav army 
began battling Kosovo militants 
in February.

Heavy fighting and explosions 
were reported south of Kosovo's 
capital, Pristina, for a second 
straight day. There tv’as no report 
of casualties. 

Milosevic said in a statement 
that "this meeting could be con- 
sidered as the^start toward a 
peaceful solution of the Kosovo 
crisis.”
